To aa anprejadice^l miod, it 
HeeuiH that the Gallaa<l«t Monn- 
ment repair project iias a pretty 
grxxi claim up«»n the National 
AMOuiatioD of tbe Deaf. 

Aa a matter of fact the idea of a 
iiatiouai aasociatioii of the deaf be- 
gan with the project of honorinjr 
the memory of the Father of Deaf- 
Mute £<lnuatioii with a monument. 
'['h<- organized work of the deaf 
men and women enKHged in tlie ven- 
ture WHH along the lines of our pre- 
sent powerful organ izMtio'j. 3ut at 
iliat time the f^ilitiea forpromnl- 
gating any movement over »/ large 
area were quite limited, consequent- 
ly the union fif the deaf laclied per- 
manency '>wever, begot the 
idea that was later pat into effect 
for the flrat time in the City of Cin- 
cinnati in the year 1880. And it 
has taken thirty years, and aeverai 
generations of deaf thinkeri* and 
workers, to bring the National 
Association up to its present stan- 
dard. 

The erectloii Gallaudel 

Monament at Hartford nearly sixty 
years ago, by the deaf themselves, 
was a wonderful accomplishment. 
It was the first permanent public 
eridence of the sciccess of educat- 
ing a class of people hitherto re- 
legated to the ranks of dependency. 
It was, and still is, tde incontrover- 
tible evidence of their intelligent 
gratitude to their flrst and i;reat(Ht 
benefactor. 

The mere fact of the monument 
being placed upon the grounds of 
the flrst fchool for the deaf in this 
coantry, does not cancel either the 
credit of the deaf for erecting it or 
the obligations of the deaf to see 
that it does not suffer from neglect 
or the gnawing tooth of time. 

In 1889, Gallaodet was again 
booored by a bronze statae, which 
stAuds on the terrace io front of 
Gallaadet College, at Washington, 
D. C. This also was the work of 
the National Aasoeiation of the 
Deaf, au<i something like 

$13,orX). For its care the National 
Association donated the overplus of 
contributions, which is, or ought to 
be, drawing interest and accumulat- 
ing, so tb«t no fatare demands for 
its protection are ever likely to 
be made npon the deaf. 

There was no such surplun lot m.- 
care of the Gnliaudet Monament at 
Hartford, and it Is clearly op to ail 
of as who profit by the world-wide 
recognition of our rights to e^laca- 
tioo and citizensbip, which eman- 
ated from Gallau'Iet's philanthropy 
and endeavor, to subscribe sod col- 
necessary fand to piereut 
tli» monament from becoming a 
ciambiiDg roio. 



George William Voditz aright, he 
coined the wor-1 to fit that claws of 
ultra oralists whose conception of 
edncHtiug the deaf goes no farther 
than pursuing the oral method with- 
out regard to the promise orcapabi- 
lity of the pupil. 

" Oral" iM easy for anyone to nn- 
detstand. " Moloch" ought to be 
easy of comprehension to anyone 
who preteiuls to a fnir degree of 
erudition. But, for the l)en»'fit of 
those who, like the Advocate man, 
are deficient in this line of litera- 
ture, we will say that Moloch was 
thfe chief deity of the Ammonites, 
whose worship consisted chiefly of 
human sacrifices. Rabbinical tra- 
dition represents Moloch as a human 
figure of brass, with a crowned bull's 
head, upon whose extended arras 
were laid the doomed children. A 
fire within the hollow statue soon 
scorched them to death, while their 
shrieks of agony were deadene<l by 
a loud noise made by the priests 
upon various instruments.

Mr. Hanson :— The Hartford 
authorities are in no way respon- 
sible for the care of the Gallaudet 
Monument, neither for that matter 
is the N. E. G. A. As was pre- 
viously stated in a letter, the con- 
tributions towards this monument 
came from the deaf all over the 
country, not from members of this 
or that Association. 

The caring for this monument 
should devolve upon all Associations 
rather than upon one. 

I do not see why the minority of 
New England members of the N. A. 
D. should have any bearing u}x)n 
this question. Thomas Gallaudet 
was the Father of Deaf- Mute Educa- 
tion, just as much as Washington 
was the Father of bis Country. 
Would we for a moment think 
that the expense of caring for a 
Monument of Washington, a gift of 
the nation, belonged particularly to 
the District of Columbia ? I rather 
think not. 

Whey then is this monumei]^t to 
Gallaudet considered the particular 
charge of New England ? 

If this administration in unable to 
cope with thi.s question, perhaps the 
next one will find the way. When 
it beconies absolutely necessary to 
make the attempt, then it may be 
past repairs.

Dbar Sir: — I have a letter from 
your little brother Tommy at " Gal- 
laudet," inclosing the sad and sorrow 
f ul tale of how those ' ' deaf and 
dumb" fakers had uniercifuUy and 
systematically and regularly skinned 
you bright Americans down in Texas 
Your gullibility was reported to tne 
inasmuch as I am chief bottle wash- 
er for the ' ' National Association of 
the Deaf," duly appointed holding 
my commission from the President, 
to clear the whole blooming land of 
just such people. Now, do not 
understand me to clear the land of 
" easy come-ons," that would l>e 
quite impossible, but of " deaf" im- 
postors who are travelling the length 
and breath of this glorious republic 
and making a fine living by the 
arduous occupation of sticking their 
index fingers in their ears and wig- 
gling their hands. This seems to be 
the signal for everyone in sight to 
dig down into his jeans and "cough 
up" a dime or a quarter, and when 
the fellow is particularly good, as in 
the case of your prospective ' ' Gal- 
laudet" students, a dollar.

In course of time 
too Tom may have gleaned all the 
grains of wi.sdom lying around Gal- 
laudet and may possibly- come down 
your way looking for a job. He 
might look your establishment over 
and conclude it needed rejuvenating 
and new blood and and up-to-date 
intellect to run, manage, conduct 
and make a succe.ss out of it, and 
apply to you for a job With all of 
those deaf beggars in mind you 
would naturally be prejudiced and 
be more inclined to give him a quar- 
ter and kick him out than let him 
make a bloated millionaire and idle 
capitalist out of you.

Mr, Frekman : — 

I am in favor of repairing the 
monument, but not by the N. A. D. 
alone. The deaf of the entire 
country ought lo "pitch in " and 
see that proper respect is shown the 
"Gallaudets" especially the found- 
er of deaf in.struction in, America 
We owe the Gallaudets a debt we 
can never fully repay, and it would 
be to our everlasting disgrace were 
we to allow the monument to suffer 
from neglect. In my opinion the 
proper way to go about it would be 
for the N. A. D. to take the lead 
and for you, as its President, lois 
sue a call to the deaf to i)rove their 
love of the Gallaudets in the form of 
a generous contribution to the 
"Gallaudet Monument Fund," said 
fund to be under the authprity and 
control of the Executive Committee 
of the N. A. D. 

Hut I do not .see how we are to go 
about it until the M. P. fund is oui 
of the way. The present condition 
of our treasury does not warrant our 
taking up the matter, as theexjicn.se 
of fitting up the monument would be 
very great. 

Mr. Drakb : — 

In regard to the Hartford Monu- 
ment, I do not see how the N. A. D. 
can undertake to do the work under 
the present financial conditions. I 
understand that it has not enough 
money on hand to print the proceed- 
ingsof last summer's convention. 
The Moving Picture Fund and the 
Endowment Fund ^re now before the 
deaf, and I doubt whether a new 
fund would be a succe.ss. The deaf 
of New England ought to see to the 
work as they have contributed very 
little toward these funds. Then it 
occurs to me that having been 
presented to the Hartford School, 
the school itself ought to keep it in 
repair. ' 

Dr. Fox :— 

Before the final adjournment of 
the Colorado Convention Mr. E. A 
Hodg.son jjre.sented for considera- 
tion a paper and drawings from Miss 
Atkinson of Hartford, Ct., referring 
to the crumbling condition of the 
Gallaudet Monument at Hartford. 
On motion, duly seconded, the mat- 
ter was referred to the Executive 
Committee for consideration and 
action. I understand that some 
members of the Committee are oppos- 
ed to taking any action, and, for my- 
self, I believe that this is an unwi.se 
policy to pursue. We have been 
directed to take action and we should 
do so. 

The Gallaudet Statue at Hartford 
was erected in 1854, throuuh 
the efforts of the representative deaf 
of ths United States of that day, as 
a testimony of gratitude, love and 
respect for their old instructor, the 
the father of deaf-mute educatiou in 
America Towards the erection of 
the monument not a cent was accept- 
ed except from deaf-mutes. In fact 
the whole monument may be said to 
have betai the exclusive product of 
deaf-mute enterprise, in its inception, 
design and sculj>tured groups — the 
single exception being the final 
execution of the statue, which was 
by a hearing sculptor. It is a legacy 
to us of the distinguished leaders of 
a past generation— Clerc, Carlin, 
Brown, Turner, and others, and we 
should cherish and preserve it as the 
first memorial of that great and good 
friend, Thomas Hopkins Gallaudet. 
As the duty and pleasure of 
erecting the monument devolved 
upon the deaf of the past, so none the 
less is the duty of its preservation a 
sacred legacy to the deaf of to-day 
as represented by the National As- 
sociation; let us take the necessary 
steps to do so. 



raised, and it is a matter of history, 
that the A.-Y.-P. Exposition was 
the best financed of any exposition 
held for many years. 

.Something on this line might be 
done by the deaf. 1 would suggest 
that the day set apart for this 
purpose be Gallaudet's birthday, 
Dec. loth, 191 2, and that a commit- 
tee be ap}X)inted to take charge of 
it, to appoint agents, prepare blanks, 
and above all advertise the project. 
Agents should be appointed in every 
school for the deaf, ni every society, 
club, or association of the deaf, and 
meetings, socials or gatherings of 
the deaf should be arranged for that 
day all over the country. Those 
who cannot be reached in this way 
should be asked to send their contri- 
butions by mail to some designated 
agent. It is not necessary that all 
contributions be made on that day 
alone ; if some are made a few days 
before or after it would not matter, 
but the general effort should be to 
make it at that time. 

There are 60,000 deaf in the coun- 
try who have benefitted by the work 
of Gallaudet. If we can reach_one- 
third of them, and each gives from 
a dime to a dollar we would have the 
whole amount needed and more. It 
would show what the deaf can do by 
united effort, and it would be a 
splendid tribute to Gallaudet that 
would impress the hearing public, to 
be able to say that those who had 
benefitted by his work raised this 
amount in one day. 

It will take Jpi6oo.oo to 2cxx>.ooto 
restore the monument as propo.sed. 
To raise this amount by subscription 
in a general, desultory way, would I 
fear be unsatisfactory in view of the 
many other calls on the punses of the 
deaf. To do it in the manner pro- 
posed, however, would I believe be 
practicable. All would know that 
after giving once they would not be 
called upon to give again for this 
purpose. If the amount raised is 
less than the amount estinated alxjvc, 
I would favor modifying the plan of 
restoration .so as to come within the 
amount available, and if more than 
the required amount is raised 1 would 
favor using what was necessary to 
restore and repair the monument, 
and place the balance in the Ivn- 
dowment Fund.

"The initiation fee for a regular 
member shall be $1.50 unless he or 
she is already a member of the N. 
A. D. , in which case it will be 50 
cents."

wholly new organization. The N. 
A. D. will have no more control 
over them as a body than it has 
over them as individual members. 
This alone ought to appeal to the 
deaf."

The Lake Waterloo is a phos- 
|)horescent sheet of water a thou- 
sand feet long near Nassau, in the 
Bahamas At night it is like a 
sheet of livinu Are if any wiml is 
stirring to ruffle its surface. If the 
night is calm the water lies dark 
and still until some ol>ject sets it in 
motion. Little colored boys are 
ready to swim out into the hike, 
where they seem to be clothed in 
garments of flames, leavinjj a tiail 
of molten splendor behinti them. 

The oars when rowing are as 
when dippei'. in fire, and if one 
holds a handful of the water and 
lets it fall, it looks like beads of 
gold, and the (isli that dart here 
an<l there, startled l>y the visitois, 
leave flashes of mystic, glowing 
splendor behind them. The big 
clumsy turtles move about like balls 
of lire jewels. This marvelous 
display of phosphorescence has 
never been accounted for, as the 
lake is of aitiflcial formation having 
been made for the i)n>eding of' 
turtles by a Nassau resident. 

The bed of llit> lake is in s(di<l 
limestone, and it is tilled from the 
sea, in which there is little of the 
phosphore.vci'nl ((uaiity.

Musician : Thn pianoforte was 
tlin'ftly Pvolvpd from tho clavi- 
oliord mm\ llieliarpHichoni In 1711 
Scipiono MafTi-i sravo a <l«trtllptl hc- 
coiiiit of tlio first foui iiiHiruiiients, 
which were constructed by Barto- 
iouimoc Cliristofori. 

It was naiued liy him the piano 
forto ami was ttrsl exhibited in 1709. 
Marios, in Fiance, pxhil>it»>d 
harpsichords, with hammer action, 
in 1716, and Schrot^r, in Germany, 
claimed to hnvo inventeci tlio piano 
forte between 1717 and 1720. 

MariuN whs at first )^enerailv 
credited with the invention. Pianos 
of tJist perioil w«>re shaped very 
much like the modern jtrand variety. 
The fli-sl .Hquare piano was construct- 
ed l»y Kredericft, au or«an manu- 
facturer of Saxony, in 1758.

As the train toils slowly along the 
thou.«iand miles from Bombay to the 
northwest frontier station of Pesha- 
war and uears its termiaus, one Ih"- 
comes aware of a type of native 
entering the train very diflf.'reut 
from the mild Hindu, writes C. Field 
in the Afissouri Rexnew of the 
World. Stalwart, bearded men, 
often over six feet high, clothed for 
winter in *' posteens" (rough sheep- 
skins worn with the hair outward), 
stalk up and down the platforms as 
if they and not the Engish were the 
lords of the land. The country 
they inhabit and the language they 
speak correspond to tlieir rough ex- 
terior. 

Afglianistan, for the moat part, 
consists of a mass of mountains den 
titule of vegetation, as there is im.> 
rain often for mouths together 
The villages are constantly at fui ' 
with one another, and each villii),;, 
contains a tower with one door high 
up, to which access can only l»e had 
l>y a ladder, which i.>* drawn up 
when the inmates are safe within.

Their languaiie, Pushtu, betra\ 
no traces of a Semitic origin. It 
almost incredibly harsh and ii 
iteen compjired to the rattling < 
stones in a kettle. 

It is an interesting expetencet" 
sit in one of the shoi^s in the baza 
of Peshawar on a Friday, and i.t 
watch the thousands of Pattians who 
swarm in from the village. Wh. 
two friends meet they embrai 
each with his head looking over Ii 
other's shoulder. In the Peshaw 
bazaar may be often seen weinl-U>n 
in« figures trom Bokhara. Tin 
are the Ilsjis or pilgrims to Mec( 
who go around the shops soli 
alms to fulfill their pious pn^ 
Here you see a leciler with a cr..*> 
arounil him sounding the praises 
Mohammed, there a mullah inciting 
his audience to l)e diligent in tb- 
dutit-8 of prayer, fasting, alii 
ablutions and pilgrimage, the ti 
pillars of Islam. 

The Pathaus, though i^ 
contented, are much Irettf 
the English rule than that of tlie 
Sikh which pieoeded it.

It was, we are told, in 1309 that 
the first clock known to the world 
was placed in the tower of San 
Enstorgio in Milan. 

The greatest astonishment and 
admiration were manifested by 
crowds who flocked to see the tin 
piece. In 1344 a clock was 
stalled 111 the palace of the nob 
at Padua. This was a wonder 
mechanism indeed, for Iresidee 
liicating the hours it showed tii« 
course of the sun, the revolutions 
of the plKuets, the vnrious phii 
of the moon, the months and 
ft tes of the year. 

The period of the evolution fn.... 
the ck>ck to the watch was seventy- 
one years — not so very long, all 
things considered— and the record 
of the first watch is 1380. A hall 
century later an alarm clock made 
its appearance. This, we are t< 
wan looked upon by the peoph 
that age as "un instrument pn 
gienx."

Tke Cimlleudet Mmorlal. 

It is proposed to create a memorial 
to the late Rev. Thomas Gallaudet, 
D.D., by the erection of a Parish 
Building for St. Ann's Church for 
Deaf-Mutes. The present Church 
is situated on 148th Street, just weBt 
of Amsterdam Avenue, and is built 
some twenty-five feel back from the 
line of the street to permit the erec- 
tion of snoh a building as above 
indicated, which will form a facade 
to the church edifice and be a center 
of religious and social life amongst 
the silent peoples. Dr. Gallaudet 
hoped during his lifetime to see the 
erection • of this building, which 
would have completed the church 
with which his nau-« has always 
been associated. This was not per- 
mitted, and it is suggested as a 
most fitting memorial to him that 
this work be now undertaken. St. 
Ann's Church is used wholly for 
the deaf mutes. 

The uew building will occupy a 
plot of ground about forty-flve feet 
along the street front and tweuty- 
flve feet in depth. It will be three 
BtorieN in height, with a basemeut, 
and will i)e used tor the social, re- 
ligious and iMdustrial needs of the 
deaf-mutes of New York. Tha 
amount required for " The Gallan- 
det Memorial Parish Building" will 
be about $3U,00U, aud the buildiuK 
itself, in its position and purpose, 
will form a conspicuous monument 
to him whose life was devoted to the 
silent peoples They themselves 
heaitily endorse the memorial.
